Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1.  I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Seventeenth  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Adminis¬ 
trative  County  of  Warwick  for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1935. 

2.  The  Report  has  been  drawn  up  on  the  lines  indicated  in  Circular  1492  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health. 


STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

3.  AREA. — The  area  of  the  County  since  the  alteration  in  boundaries,  the  last  of  which  took 

effect  on  April  1st,  1935,  is  now  558,740  acres,  this  figure  being  divided  as  between  Urban 
Areas  78,359,  and  Rural  Areas  480,381. 


4.  POPULATION. — The  population  of  the  Administrative  County,  estimated  by  the  Regis¬ 

trar  General  at  the  middle  of  the  year  1935  was  374,170,  the  urban  districts  accounting  for 
234,010,  and  the  rural  districts  140,160. 


5.  RATEABLE  VALUE  AND  RATE  PRODUCE.— The  rateable  value  of  the  County  at  the 
1st  April,  1935  was  £2,305,726  and  a  Id.  rate  for  General  County  Purposes  produces  £9,289.

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7.  BIRTHS. — The  live  births  registered  totalled  5,423,  of  which  3,294  occurred  in  urban  dis¬ 

tricts  and  2,129  in  rural  districts,  giving  a  birth-rate  of  13.44  per  1,000  of  the  population.  This 
is  a  fall  of  .87  below  the  1934  rate  and  is  .27  lower  than  the  rate  for  1933.  As  will  be  seen 
from  the  table  at  the  conclusion  of  this  Report  it  is  the  lowest  birth-rate  recorded. 


8.  Notification  of  Births. — Of  the  3,848  registered  births  during  the  year  in  the  maternity 
and  child  welfare  County,  57  were  un-notified,  midwives  being  responsible  in  34  instances, 
doctors  in  19,  and  hospital  staff  in  4.  All  notified  births  were  followed  up,  official  notification 
being  ultimately  received. 

9.  DEATHS. — 4,094  deaths  were  registered  in  the  administrative  County,  the  death-rate 
being  9.60  per  1,000  of  the  population — urban  districts  9.90,  rural  districts  10.10 — as  com¬ 
pared  with  1 1 .7  per  1 ,000  in  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales.  The  death-rate  in  the  County 
in  1934  was  10.71.

Of  the  total  deaths  registered  in  the  County  945  were  attributable  to  heart  disease, 
while  cancer  and  malignant  diseases  accounted  for  555  deaths  ;  pneumonia  223  and  respiratory 
diseases,  other  than  tuberculosis  51.  Deaths  from  influenza  remained  at  about  the  same 
level,  namely  73  as  against  72  for  1934. 

169  deaths  were  registered  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  giving  a  death-rate  of  0.45 
per  1,000  of  the  population  as  compared  with  0.42  per  1,000  in  the  previous  year. 

10.  Infant  Mortality. — 259  deaths  were  registered  of  children  under  one  year,  an  infant  death- 
rate  of  46.8  per  1,000  births,  as  compared  with  48  per  1,000  in  1934.  The  rate  in  the  urban 
districts  was  45  and  in  the  rural  districts  51  per  1,000  births,  as  compared  with  46  and  51 
respectively  in  the  previous  year.

*  Under  the  heading  “  Special  Examinations  ”  31  examinations  were  carried 
out  under  the  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  Regulations  and  5 
swabs  were  submitted  for  virulence  tests  in  connection  with  cases  of  Diph¬ 
theria. 

The  Birmingham  University  have  also  undertaken  388  biological  examinations  of  milk 
samples  and  pathological  examinations  as  follows  : — Wassermann  tests  752,  Gonococcus  smears 
342,  Gonococcus  fixation  tests  10  and  1  Spirochete  Examination;  total,  1,105. 

In  addition,  the  Warneford  General  Hospital  have  carried  out  examinations  of  224 
Gonococcus  smears  during  the  year  under  review. 


13.  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. — Ambulance  facilities  available  for  use  in  connection  with 
the  Council’s  various  schemes  have  varied  but  little  from  those  set  out  in  paragraph  22  of 
my  Annual  Report  for  1933. 


14.  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. — A  good  home  nursing  service  has  continued  in  the  County 
under  the  auspices  of  the  County  Nursing  Association  and  the  Newnham  Cottage  Benefit 
Nursing  Association.

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

15.  Infant  Welfare  Centres. — During  1935,  there  were  opened  two  new  infant  welfare 
centres  at  Brinklow  and  Cubbington,  making  a  total  of  40  voluntary  infant  welfare  centres 
operating  in  the  County  each  staffed  by  a  County  Health  Visitor  as  Superintendent  and  19 
by  Assistant  County  Medical  Officers.  The  remainder  have  appointed  local  general  practit¬ 
ioners  to  act  as  Medical  Officers  of  the  Centres. 

Grants  under  section  101  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  were  increased  in  the 
following  cases,  generally  to  allow  transport  for  mothers  to  be  provided  at  a  low  cost,  thus 
increasing  the  area  served  by  the  centre  : — Solihull,  Stretton-on-Dunsmore,  Long  Lawford, 
Polesworth,  Coleshill,  Dordon,  Stratford-on-Avon  and  Bulkington. 

1,893  infants  up  to  one  year  of  age  made  20,102  attendances  at  the  40  centres  during 
the  year  and  1,625  children  between  one  and  five  years  of  age  made  14,121  attendances,  a  total 
attendance  of  34,223. 

Grants  to  four  centres- — not  previously  eligible — were  also  made,  viz.,  Studley,  Whit- 
nash,  Napton  and  Brinklow. 

16.  Ante-Natal  Clinics. 

Attendances  at  the  ante-natal  clinics  have  been  rather  closely  watched,  particularly 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  whether  the  ante-natal  medical 
scheme  had  adversely  affected  attendances  at  the  clinics.  The  effect  has,  in  fact,  been  the 
reverse,  the  numbers  attending  being  slightly  greater  than  the  previous  year,  thus  justifying 
the  continuance  of  the  Clinics.

In  addition  to  the  above  Clinics,  which  are  maintained  by  the  County  Council,  ante¬ 
natal  advice  is  given  to  cases  seeking  admission  to  the  Solihull  Maternity  Home,  a  voluntary 
institution  subsidised  by  the  County  Council.  The  Warneford  General  Hospital,  Leamington, 
and  the  Coventry  and  Warwickshire  Hospital,  Coventry,  provide  a  similar  service,  available 
for  cases  admitted  on  the  authority  of  the  County  Council. 


The  following  table  gives  particulars  of  cases  attending  ante-natal  clinics  and  in  respect 
of  whom  medical  help  was  sought  either  during  pregnancy  or  parturition.  It  also  records 
admissions  to  hospital  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  clinics.

17.  Ante-Natal  Medical  Scheme. 

(1)  Uninsured  Women. 

In  paragraph  17  of  my  last  Annual  Report  I  outlined  this  scheme,  which  came  into 
operation  on  the  1st  April,  1935.  At  the  commencement  of  the  scheme  the  fee  payable  to 
general  practitioners  undertaking  work  under  the  scheme  was  5/-d.  per  examination  plus  mileage, 
but  this  was  increased  to  7/6d.  per  examination  plus  mileage,  with  effect  from  the  1st  April, 

1936. 

During  the  nine  months  ended  31st  December,  1935,  midwives  referred  400  cases  to 
doctors  on  the  Council’s  panel  for  ante-natal  examinations.  At  the  end  of  the  year  reports 
had  been  received  on  274  of  these  cases  involving  390  examinations. 

94  of  the  cases  required  the  services  of  a  doctor  either  during  pregnancy  or  at  the 
confinement,  medical  aid  being  summoned  by  the  midwives  concerned  on  account  of  the 
following  abnormalities  : —

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7  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital,  one  being  a  normal  case,  three  complicated,  two 
puerperal  fever  and  one  puerperal  pyrexia  ;  one  other  puerperal  fever  case  was  nursed  at 
home. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  not  a  single  case  receiving  ante-natal  care  under  the  scheme 

died. 

(2)  Insured  Women. 

All  midwives  are  encouraged  to  refer  insured  women  who  book  with  them  to  their  own 
panel  doctors  for  ante-natal  examination  and  the  Council  have  agreed  to  pay  any  medical 
practitioner  2/6d.  for  each  ante-natal  report  he  makes  on  the  prescribed  form,  which  is  identical 
with  the  form  used  for  uninsured  women. 

18.  Rugby  Gynaecological  Clinic. — In  January,  1936,  the  Council  received  a  request 
from  the  National  Birth  Control  Association  for  an  extension  of  the  birth  control  service 
in  the  County.  The  Council  had  previously  authorised  medical  officers  at  maternity  centres 
in  the  County  to  give  medical  information  on  birth  control  to  married  women.  The  suggestion 
of  the  National  Birth  Control  Association,  however,  was  that  an  experimental  gynaecological 
clinic  should  be  established  at  Rugby  (being  the  most  thickly  populated  centre  of  the  maternity 
and  child  welfare  County).  The  Council,  therefore,  decided  to  establish  such  a  clinic  at  the 
County  Health  Centre,  16,  Hillmorton  Road,  Rugby,  for  the  treatment  of  minor  gynaecological 
conditions  and  the  giving  of  contraceptive  advice  to  married  women  in  accordance  with  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Memorandum  153/M.C.W.  (1930)  and  Circular  1408  (1934). 

It  is  hoped  to  open  this  clinic  shortly  with  one  of  the  women  assistant  medical  officers 
as  medical  officer,  assisted  by  a  health  visitor  as  nurse.  There  will  also  be  available  the  ser¬ 
vices  of  a  specialist  medical  officer  for  consultative  purposes,  and  co-operation  with  the  local 
voluntary  hospital  will  be  sought. 

19.  HOSPITALS. — The  principal  voluntary  hospitals  have  continued  their  co-operation 
with  the  Council  in  connection  with  the  various  treatment  services  sponsored  by  the  Council. 
The  need  did  not  arise  in  1935  for  consultation  with  representatives  of  voluntary  hospitals  under 
section  13  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929. 

20.  MEDICAL  SERVICES  OF  THE  PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE  COMMITTEE.— There  has 
been  no  material  development  in  the  medical  services  of  the  Public  Assistance  Committee 
during  the  year. 

21.  INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  THE  CARE  OF  MENTAL  DEFECTIVES.— 
At  the  31st  December,  1935,  the  accommodation  at  the  Warwickshire  Weston  Colony  remained 
the  same  as  recorded  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  viz.  : — •

The  colony  was  fully  occupied  at  31st  December. 

The  Alcester  and  Warwick  Public  Assistance  Institutions  continue  to  provide  accom¬ 
modation  for  a  number  of  certified  mental  defectives,  mostly  female. 

MIDWIFERY  AND  MATERNITY  SERVICES. 

22.  Midwives. — There  were  245  midwives — 241  trained  and  4  bona-fide — practising  in  the 

County  during  the  course  of  the  year.  77  of  these  were  inspected  by  neighbouring  Local  Super¬ 
vising  Authorities  and  168  by  the  Council.  72  were  attached  to  District  Nursing  Associations 
affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing  Association. 

431  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  and  360  visits  in  connection  with  matters 
arising  in  the  midwives’  practices. 

1  bona-fide  midwife  died  during  the  year  and  2  trained  midwives  retired. 

In  the  Tamworth  Rural  District  one  midwife  continues  to  receive  a  subsidy  from  the 
Council  to  enable  her  to  run  a  small  car  in  a  large  rural  area. 
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Midwives  without  a  doctor  attended  65%  of  the  births  notified,  viz.,  2,855,  whilst 
they  also  attended  a  further  1,163  as  maternity  nurses  with  a  doctor.  Doctors  without  the 
services  of  midwives  attended  373  cases.  It  will  be  noted  therefore  that  4,018  women,  repres¬ 
enting  91.8%  of  births  notified,  were  nursed  during  parturition  by  registered  midwives.  These 
figures  shew  that  in  Warwickshire  an  exceptionally  small  proportion  of  women  miss  the  skilled 
care  and  attention  during  confinement  that  can  only  be  given  by  trained  and  experienced 
midwives. 

It  is  this  small  number  of  mothers  who  will  benefit  particularly  from  the  somewhat 
costly  provisions  of  the  Midwives  Act,  assuming  of  course  that  they  will  take  advantage  of 
the  facilities  offered  them  for  their  good.  When  the  Act  is  in  full  operation  it  will  indeed  be 
interesting  to  note  its  effect  on  this  small  minority,  who,  I  fear,  will  still  require  intensive 
guidance  and  education  in  motherhood  and  the  care  of  their  children. 

23.  Medical  Help  for  Midwives. — During  1935,  medical  help  was  sought  by  midwives 
in  980  cases  as  against  956  in  1934,  and  823  in  1933.  Claims  from  medical  practitioners 
were  received  in  respect  of  771  of  these  cases,  representing  a  total  cost  of  £1,120  17s.  6d.  Con¬ 
tributions  were  collected  from  patients  amounting  to  £291  15s.  6d.  in  respect  of  claims  dealt 
with  during  the  year  under  review,  and  a  further  amount  of  £38  10s.  3d.  was  collected  during 
the  year  in  respect  of  claims  dealt  with  in  1934  and  1933. 

The  contributions  referred  to  above  were  assessed  after  writing  off  fees  amounting  to 
£47  18s.  Od.  in  respect  of  39  claims  dealing  with  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  and  also 
the  writing  off  of  claims  totalling  £184  11s.  Od.  in  respect  of  130  claims  in  which  the  circum¬ 
stances  in  accordance  with  the  income  scale  were  regarded  as  necessitous.

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24.  Compensation  to  Midwives. — The  Council  have  continued  in  operation  the  scheme 
for  the  compensation  of  midwives  described  in  paragraph  32  of  my  Annual  Report  for  1933. 

During  1935,  compensation  was  paid  in  48  cases,  21  being  necessitous,  18  owing  to 
the  patient’s  removal  to  hospital,  and  9  as  a  result  of  the  midwives’  suspension. 

25.  Maternal  Mortality. — During  the  year  20  deaths  were  recorded  from  childbirth — 
6  from  Puerperal  Sepsis  and  14  from  other  causes — giving  a  mortality  rate  of  3.68  per  1,000 
live  births  (as  against  4.97  in  1934)  or  a  rate  of  3.54  per  1,000  total  births. 

Of  the  puerperal  deaths,  4  occurred  in  urban  districts  and  2  in  rural,  while  the  deaths 
from  other  causes  were  apportioned  as  to  9  in  urban  and  5  in  rural  districts. 

14  of  these  deaths — 4  sepsis  and  10  other  causes — occurred  in  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  County  and  the  remainder  were  distributed  as  follows  : —

It  should  be  appreciated  that  the  number  of  maternal  deaths  recorded,  viz.  20,  is  that 
supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  of  cases  which  he  has  adjudged  as  being  Warwickshire  cases, 
i.e.  persons  who  normally  have  resided  in  the  County  but  who  have  not  necessarily  died  here. 

Registrars  of  Births  and  Deaths  supply  me  with  a  weekly  return  of  the  deaths  of  all 
females  between  15  and  45  years  of  age  registered  with  them,  and  from  this  source  I  have 
recorded  14,  but  some  of  these  may  have  been  transferred  to  other  authorities  by  the  Registrar 
General  if  their  normal  place  of  abode  is  not  in  Warwickshire. 

It  is  impossible  to  identify  all  cases  included  in  the  Registrar  General’s  return,  unless 
the  Medical  Officer  of  the  area  in  which  death  takes  place  supplies  me  with  particulars.  It 
will  therefore  be  realised  that  although  an  authority  may  be  charged  with  a  high  maternal 
mortality  rate  by  the  Registrar  General,  it  does  not  follow  that  all  the  deaths  included  in  that 
rate  have  taken  place  in  the  area  of  the  Authority. 

I  mention  this  point  to  emphasize  the  difficulty  of  analysing  the  statistics  of  the  Registrar 
General. 

The  causes  of  death  other  than  sepsis  are  many,  embracing  in  1935  : — Post-partum 
haemorrhage,  Embolism,  Collapse  from  neurotic  vomiting,  Heart  conditions,  Pneumonia, 
Shock,  etc. 

63  complicated  maternity  cases  were  admitted  under  the  County  Scheme  to  the  Coventry 
and  Warwickshire  Hospital,  Coventry,  the  Warneford  General  Hospital,  Leamington,  the 
Hospital  of  St.  Cross,  Rugby,  the  General  Hospital,  Nuneaton,  and  the  Maternity  Hospital, 
Birmingham  ;  53  normal  maternity  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Coventry  and  Warwickshire 

Hospital  from  the  area  of  the  County  adjoining  the  City  of  Coventry. 

Consultative  help  was  sought  in  one  case  of  complicated  midwifery  not  admitted  to 
hospital. 

26.  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  Regulations. — Notifications  were  received 
of  15  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  as  compared  with  27  in  the  previous  year,  and  38  of  Puerperal 
Pyrexia  as  against  37  in  1934,  a  total  of  53  under  the  above  Regulations.  Of  these,  24  occurred 
in  the  Boroughs  of  Nuneaton,  Leamington  Spa  and  Sutton  Coldfield,  and  were  dealt  with 
administratively  by  the  respective  borough  councils. 

Of  the  remaining  29  cases — 8  Puerperal  Fever  and  21  Puerperal  Pyrexia — 13  were  ad¬ 
mitted  to  hospital  under  the  County  Scheme,  and  a  second  opinion  was  sought  in  5  instances. 
1  of  the  13  cases  admitted  to  hospital  terminated  fatally. 

6  deaths  were  registered  from  Puerperal  Sepsis  in  the  County,  giving  a  death-rate  for 
this  condition  of  1.06  per  1,000  total  births  registered,  as  compared  with  2.02  in  the  previous 
year. 
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27.  Supply  of  Milk  to  Mothers  and  Infants. — The  Council’s  Scheme  for  the  supply  of 
free  milk  to  necessitous  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  infants  has  continued  in  operation 
during  the  year  on  the  same  lines  as  previously. 

433  new  applications  were  granted  in  1935  as  compared  with  424  in  1934.  These, 
together  with  cases  already  in  receipt  of  milk  at  the  beginning  of  1935  made  a  total  of  672 
families  assisted  during  the  year.  This  compares  with  588  families  assisted  in  1934.  90,125 

pints  of  milk  and  342  packets  of  dried  milk  equivalent  to  2,394  pints,  were  distributed,  a  total 
of  11,565  gallons  as  compared  with  9,421  gallons  in  the  previous  year. 

It  will  be  observed  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  families  assisted 
and  in  the  quantity  of  milk  consumed.  This  is  due,  I  think,  to  better  ascertainment  of  cases 
owing  to  an  increase  in  home  visiting  by  Health  Visitors  and  prompt  renewal  of  supplies  from 
month  to  month.

INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  MOTHERS  AND  CHILDREN. 

28.  County  Maternity  Homes. — During  1935,  there  were  206  cases  admitted  to  the  two 
County  Maternity  Homes — 112  to  Rugby  and  94  to  Warwick,  as  against  164  in  the  previous 
year  and  168  in  1933  ;  14  cases  were  also  attended  by  the  County  Midwives  on  the  district 
in  and  around  Warwick.  The  Council  have  now  ceased  to  provide  this  latter  service,  there 
being  much  better  facilities  from  other  sources  than  when  the  work  was  first  undertaken.  The 
last  district  case  attended  was  in  August,  1935,  no  new  cases  being  booked  after  April,  1935. 

(i).  County  Health  Centre  and  Maternity  Home,  16,  Hillmorton  Road,  Rugby. 

The  average  duration  of  stay  of  the  112  cases  admitted  to  this  Home  was  14.62  days. 
60  cases  received  107  days  treatment  for  ante  or  post-natal  conditions,  an  average  stay  of  1.7 
days  per  case. 

10  cases  were  admitted  at  reduced  fees. 

144  new  cases  made  first  attendances  at  the  ante-natal  clinic  during  the  year  and 
these,  together  with  old  cases,  made  622  re-attendances  ;  a  total  of  766  attendances. 
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Of  the  144  new  cases  attending  the  ante-natal  clinic,  94  had  booked  to  enter  the  mater¬ 
nity  home  for  confinement,  and  the  remaining  fifty  had  engaged  midwives  to  attend  them  in 
their  own  homes. 

2  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  occurred  during  the  year.  Both  were  removed  to  the 
Hospital  of  St.  Cross,  Rugby.  One  case,  unfortunately,  terminated  fatally. 

2  infants  died,  one  from  acute  nephritis  and  the  other  from  congenital  debility.  There 
were  also  4  stillbirths. 

(it).  County  Health  Centre  and  Maternity  Home,  3,  The  Butts,  Warwick. 

The  94  cases  admitted  to  this  Home  made  an  average  duration  of  stay  of  15.92  days. 
45  cases  received  ante  or  post-natal  treatment  for  a  total  of  171  days  or  an  average  stay 
of  3.8  days  per  case. 

56  new  cases  were  admitted  at  reduced  fees. 

112  new  cases  attended  the  ante-natal  clinic  and  368  re-attendances  were  made  by 
these  and  old  cases,  a  total  of  480. 

Of  the  112  new  cases  attending  the  ante-natal  clinic,  84  had  booked  to  enter  the  mater¬ 
nity  home  for  confinement,  6  had  engaged  the  County  midwives  to  attend  them  in  their  own 
homes,  and  22  had  booked  independent  or  County  Nursing  Association  midwives. 

1  case  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  occurred  during  the  year  and  was  discharged  cured  after  a 
stay  of  1 1  days  beyond  the  normal  confinement  period. 

There  were  4  stillbirths. 

29.  HEALTH  VISITORS. — It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  each  year  more  home  visiting 
is  accomplished  by  the  health  visitors.  During  1935,  home  visits  to  infants  and  children  up 
to  5  years  of  age  totalled  29,360  as  against  24,465  in  1934,  22,401  in  1933,  and  20,728  in  1932.

In  accordance  with  the  arrangement  with  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  the  following 
visits  were  undertaken  by  that  Council’s  officers  in  the  Bolehall  and  Glascote  area  : — Infants 
up  to  one  year  of  age,  first  visits  28,  re-visits  352  ;  children  one  to  five  years  of  age,  532. 

30.  Miss  Polden,  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  and  Chief  Inspector  of  Midwives,  reports 
as  follows  : — 

“  Inspection  of  Midwives.” 

The  work  of  the  midwives  throughout  the  County  is  generally  good  and  it  is  gratifying 
to  know  that  they  will  not  hesitate  to  seek  advice  when  in  difficulty. 

“  Although  this  report  deals  with  work  carried  out  during  1935,  I  would  like  to  mention 
that  a  Post  Certificate  Course  for  the  midwives  of  Warwickshire  was  held  in  May,  1936.  The 
response  of  the  nurses  exceeded  expectations  and  midwives  from  Birmingham  and  other  local 
authorities  were  welcomed  at  the  lectures  held  in  the  Shire  Hall. 
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"  The  Birmingham  Maternity  Hospital  demonstrations  proved  most  popular  and  useful, 
and  I  am  convinced  that  the  good  resulting  from  the  course  must  benefit  the  patients  as  well 
as  the  midwives  themselves.  We  all  now  look  forward  to  this  Course  being  a  yearly  event. 

“  The  new  Midwives  Act  will  bring  further  changes  in  the  midwifery  service,  but  it 
is  too  early  at  present  to  say  what  form  these  changes  will  take. 

“  County  Maternity  Homes. 

“  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  at  both  County  Maternity  Homes  the  beds  available 
were  fully  occupied  throughout  the  year,  and  from  the  number  of  cases  admitted  and  the 
present  bookings  it  has  been  necessary  to  make  improvements  to  deal  with  the  increasing  num¬ 
ber  of  cases. 

“  The  Nursing  Staff  at  the  two  Homes  have  done  good  work  throughout  the  year, 
although  at  Rugby  the  Staff  has  worked  under  difficulties  owing  to  a  constant  change  of 
nurses  undertaking  relief  work  when  vacancies  existed  in  the  permanent  nursing  staff.  I  am 
glad  to  say  that  these  vacancies  have  now  been  filled. 

“  Health  Visiting. 

“  I  can  confidently  state  that  the  standard  of  work  of  the  Health  Visiting  Staff  has  been 
fully  maintained,  but  although  good  work  has  indeed  been  done,  there  is  always  a  great  deal 
more  to  be  done.  The  figures  given  elsewhere  in  the  annual  report  shew  statistically  what 
has  been  accomplished,  but  the  real  work  cannot,  in  my  opinion,  be  shewn  thus. 

"  Figures  cannot  convey  the  true  value  of  the  personal  visiting,  education  in  the  homes 
and  talks  given  at  the  Centres  in  the  schools  which  will,  I  believe,  prove  a  foundation  of  last¬ 
ing  good  to  the  community. 

“  I  am  glad  that  friendly  co-operation  continues  between  the  professional  staff  and  the 
voluntary  workers  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  and  that  there  is  much  helpful  co-operation 
between  the  schools  and  the  nursing  staff. 

“  With  regard  to  the  Health  Visiting  Staff,  Miss  Maguire  and  Mrs.  Bell  were  appointed 
during  the  year.  Although  there  were  no  actual  resignations  during  1935,  I  would  like  to  men¬ 
tion  that  prior  to  the  completion  of  this  report,  Mrs.  Perren,  one  of  the  senior  Health  Visitors, 
retired,  having  reached  the  age  limit  under  the  superannuation  scheme,  and  in  addition  one 
other  member  of  the  staff,  Miss  Wharton,  has  left  the  service  on  the  occasion  of  her  marriage. 
Best  wishes  were  extended  to  both  Health  Visitors.  The  vacancies  caused  by  these  resignations 
have  since  been  filled. 

“  Four  members  of  the  Health  Visiting  Staff  again  attended  the  special  course  organised 
by  the  College  of  Nursing,  largely  at  the  cost  of  the  Council,  a  facility  which  is  greatly  appreci¬ 
ated  by  the  Health  Visitors. 

“  I  desire  to  accord  my  thanks  again  to  Councillor  Mrs.  Hosking  and  Alderman  Brigadier 
General  E.  A.  Wiggin,  D.S.O.,  for  their  continued  help  in  respect  of  the  County  Maternity 
Homes,  and  to  my  Assistant  and  the  Health  Visiting  Staff  for  their  loyal  support  and  help.” 

31.  INFANT  LIFE  PROTECTION. — -The  County  Register  contained  the  names  of  91  nursed 
out  children  on  the  1st  January,  1935,  including  4  associated  with  Dr.  Barnardo’s  Homes 
and  1  with  the  National  Orphanage,  Sutton  Coldfield.  There  were  58  removals  and  71  additions 
to  the  Home  Supervision  Register  during  the  year. 

At  the  31st  December,  therefore,  there  were  104  nursed-out  children  on  the  register. 

Health  Visitors  paid  112  first  visits  and  406  re-visits  to  these  children. 

In  one  case  permission  to  receive  a  nurse-child  was  refused  as  the  intending  foster-mother 
proposed  continuing  going  out  to  work,  and  in  another  case  influence  was  brought  to  bear 
upon  the  parent  of  a  nurse-child  to  remove  the  child  from  the  care  of  a  foster  mother  who 
already  had  three  young  children  of  her  own  and  was  in  very  poor  circumstances. 

There  are  some  half  dozen  homes  which  require  close  supervision,  but  which  cannot 
be  regarded  as  definitely  unsatisfactory.  The  remainder  of  the  homes  in  which  nurse-children 
are  received  are  of  quite  a  reasonable  standard,  although  conditions  must  of  necessity  vary 
greatly. 
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ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 

32.  During  the  year  under  review  no  alteration  has  been  made  in  the  administration  of  the 
orthopaedic  service.

*In  this  figure  are  included  68  children,  who  during  the  year  attained  the  age  of  14  years  and 
are  now  continuing  clinic  treatment  from  the  voluntary  funds  of  the  clinics.  The  children 
however,  are  retained  on  the  Orthopaedic  Register  in  case  further  hospital  treatment 
should  be  necessary  at  the  cost  of  the  Education  Committee  before  they  attain  the  age 
of  16  years. 

33.  Hospital  Treatment. — A  total  of  116  Orthopaedic  cases  of  all  types  have  received 
Hospital  treatment  during  the  year  as  compared  with  82  in  1934,  88  of  these  were  non-tuber- 
culous  cases  and  28  were  tuberculous  cases  admitted  under  the  Warwickshire  and  Coventry 
Joint  Committee’s  Scheme. 

In  the  Rugby  Hospital  of  St.  Cross  6  cases  were  treated  as  in-patients  and  maintained 
out  of  voluntary  funds,  in  addition  to  21  cases  under  16  years  of  age  maintained  under  the 
County  Scheme. 

Twenty  children  not  requiring  major  operative  treatment  and  suffering  from  defects 
of  a  non-tuberculous  character  received  treatment  in  the  Paybody  Convalescent  Home,  Allesley. 
The  total  number  of  cases  receiving  in-patient  treatment  during  the  year  was  therefore  136 
as  against  100  in  1934. 

34.  Paybody  Convalescent  Home,  Allesley. — This  Convalescent  Home  has  continued 
its  activities  during  1935,  on  the  same  lines  as  laid  down  in  my  report  for  1931.  The  number 
of  beds  provided  at  the  Home  remains  at  40,  20  for  boys  and  20  for  girls.  During  the  year  20 
cases  from  the  county,  15  of  school  age  and  5  under  school  age,  received  treatment  in  the  Home, 
and  of  these  12  were  discharged  during  the  year,  8  remaining  in  the  Home  on  December  31st, 
1935.  All  the  cases  admitted  have  benefitted  from  their  stay  in  the  Home,  the  majority  having 
done  extremely  well.  Of  the  20  cases,  7  were  actually  admitted  in  1934,  the  remaining  13  cases 
being  admitted  during  the  year  under  review. 

35.  Parents’  Contributions. — Contributions  towards  the  cost  of  treatment  were  received 
from  parents  during  the  year  amounting  to  £560  3s.  lOd.  (as  compared  with  £426  3s.  2d.  for 
1934)  ;  £431  9s.  6d.  in  respect  of  children  of  school  age,  and  £128  14s.  4d.  in  respect  of  children 
under  school  age. 

36.  Results  of  Orthopaedic  Treatment. — Excluding  the  68  cases  on  the  register  between 
14  and  16  years  of  age,  940  cases  were  treated  during  the  year.  121  or  12.9  per  cent,  were 
cured  and  549  or  58.4  per  cent,  were  reported  to  be  improved.  71.3  per  cent,  may  therefore 
be  regarded  as  having  derived  benefit  from  treatment  received.

sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  in  the  parish  of  Bulkington. 

2.  — Alcester  Rural  District  Council,  £42  per  annum  in  respect  of  the  completion 

of  the  Studley  Sewage  Works. 

3.  — Southam  Rural  District  Council,  £74  per  annum  towards  the  cost  of  sewage 

works  for  the  parish  of  Southam. 

In  July,  1935,  the  Council  had  under  consideration  the  question  of  prescribing  a  guiding 
principle  to  govern  the  amount  of  financial  assistance  to  be  given  under  Section  57  of  the 
Act  of  1929.  Up  to  that  time  each  case  had  been  considered  purely  on  its  merits. 

In  view  of  the  number  of  applications  for  grant  which  have  been  received,  however, 
the  Public  Health  Committee  considered  that  a  general  guide  should  be  laid  down  so  that  future 
applications — if  granted — should  be  dealt  with  on  uniform  lines. 

On  that  Committee’s  recommendation,  therefore,  the  Council  adopted  the  policy  set  out 
below  with  effect  from  the  1st  August,  1935  : — 

(1)  That  in  submitting  their  application  for  assistance  the  district  council  shall  supply 
the  County  Council  with  full  particulars  of  the  proposal  under  the  following  heads  : — - 

(a)  The  estimated  cost  of  the  proposed  works. 

(b)  What  assistance  (if  any)  the  district  council  expect  to  receive  by  way  of 
government  grant  or  from  any  other  source. 

(c)  The  amount  of  loan  proposed  to  be  raised  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
the  estimated  amount  of  the  annual  loan  charges. 

(d)  The  poundage  of  rates  at  present  levied  on  the  district  and  parish  or  parishes 
concerned,  and  the  resulting  poundage  on  the  district  if  the  expenditure 
were  incurred. 

(e)  Any  special  reasons  for  the  application. 

(2)  That  the  County  Council,  if  they  decide  to  give  financial  assistance,  shall  contribute 
an  amount  not  exceeding  one-third  of  the  loan  charges,  leaving  the  balance  to  be 
found  by  the  district  council  in  whose  area  the  scheme  is  situate.  In  schemes  which 
affect  two  or  more  district  councils,  the  contribution  by  the  county  council  shall 
not  exceed  one-third  of  the  whole  cost  of  the  scheme,  and  the  balance  shall  be 
borne  between  the  district  councils  affected  as  may  be  arranged. 

(3)  That  the  County  Council  shall  make  no  contribution  towards  the  cost  of  maintenance, 
their  financial  responsibility  ending  with  the  construction  and  installation  of  the 
scheme. 

(4)  That  the  County  Council  shall  impose  no  conditions  as  to  how  the  district  councils 
shall  raise  their  share  of  the  cost. 

(5)  That  the  County  Council  shall  satisfy  themselves  in  all  cases  that  the  scheme  to 
which  they  are  asked  to  contribute  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  form  an  integral 
part  of  any  proposed  or  necessary  extension  of  the  scheme  in  the  future. 

(6)  That  the  County  Council  shall,  before  granting  assistance,  give  their  approval  to 
the  scheme,  and  shall  also  satisfy  themselves  that  the  authority  concerned  is 
unable  to  undertake  the  expenditure  involved  without  undue  hardship  to  the  rate¬ 
payers  of  their  district. 
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(7)  That  the  County  Council,  in  fixing  the  amount  of  their  contribution,  shall  have 
regard  to  the  financial  position  of  the  district  affected,  and  shall  compare  it  as  far 
as  possible  with  the  remaining  districts  of  the  County. 

(8)  That  the  County  Council’s  contribution  shall  be  by  way  of  an  annual  payment 
based  on  the  amount  of  the  loan  charges  which  would  fall  to  be  met  by  rate,  except 
in  such  cases  where — in  view  of  the  small  amount  of  expenditure  involved — the 
contribution  shall  be  made  by  way  of  a  lump  sum. 

(9)  That  as  the  first  contribution  may  have  been  based  on  estimated  figures,  such 
contribution  shall  be  subject  to  revision  on  production  of  actual  figures,  and  be 
reconsidered  annually  after  review  of  the  financial  position  of  the  district  concerned, 
and  after  the  particular  scheme  has  been  in  operation  for  a  full  year.. 

(10)  That  grants  be  limited  to  schemes  sanctioned  by  the  Minister  of  Health  after  the 
1st  April,  1930. 

(11)  (In  the  case  of  sewerage  schemes  only).  That,  where  a  district  passes  its  sewage 
to  another  authority  for  treatment,  the  County  Council  shall  make  a  contribution 
towards  the  cost  of  treatment  as  ascertained  in  the  same  proportion  as  to  the 
capital  cost  of  the  scheme. 


39.  RURAL  WATER  SUPPLIES. — In  paragraph  38  of  my  last  Annual  Report  I  referred 
to  the  fact  that  the  Council  had  agreed  to  provide  free  expert  advice  for  rural  district  councils 
contemplating  water  supply  schemes  and  had  also  agreed  to  make  contributions  towards  the 
cost  of  such  schemes  under  section  57  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  having  prescribed 
certain  conditions  as  set  out  in  that  paragraph,  to  be  attached  to  any  grant  made  by  the  Council. 

One  of  the  more  important  of  these  conditions  was  that  any  rural  district  who  desired  to 
benefit  by  an  acceptance  of  grant  should  undertake  to  meet  the  special  expenses  chargeable  in 
future  on  every  constituent  parish  in  the  area  of  the  district  council  up  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  1/-  in  the  £  per  annum.  This  condition  was  attached  with  a  view  to  encouraging 
rural  district  councils  to  eliminate  special  rating.  Rural  District  Councils,  however,  subse¬ 
quently  made  it  clear  that  they  could  not  accept  the  grant  with  this  condition  attached  and 
although  the  Council  still  held  to  the  belief  that  to  ensure  general  progress  throughout  the 
district  the  elimination  of  special  rating  was  necessary,  they  decided  that  some  relaxation  of 
the  conditions  must  be  made  if  water  supply  schemes  were  to  be  proceeded  with.  They  have, 
therefore,  decided  to  treat  alike  applications  from  County  district  councils  for  grants  in  aid  of 
water  and  sewerage  schemes.  The  policy,  therefore,  outlined  in  paragraph  38  of  this  report 
will  apply  to  all  grants  under  section  57  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  whether  for  water 
or  sewerage.  The  Council’s  offer  of  free  expert  advice  will  terminate  on  the  1st  April,  1937. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  action  taken  in  regard  to  rural  water  supplies  and 
the  facilities  afforded  by  the  County  Council  for  expert  advice  and  grant  under  section  57  of 
the  Local  Government  Act,  1929. 

Alcester  Rural  District. 

Parish  of  Great  Alne. 

Expert  advice  has  been  obtained  but  no  application  for  grant  has  yet  been  received. 
The  scheme  recommended  was  the  utilisation  of  local  springs. 

Parishes  of  Bidford-on-  Avon  and  Salford  Priors. 

Expert  advice  was  obtained  and  a  scheme  prepared  to  cost  £17,850.  The  Ministry 
of  Health  have  promised  a  grant  of  £375  from  the  £1,000,000  fund  and  the  County 
Council  will  shortly  consider  an  application  for  grant  under  section  57  of  the  Local 
Government  Act,  1929. 

The  water  will  be  obtained  from  a  well  in  the  locality. 

Meriden  Rural  District. 

Parish  of  Bickenhill. 

The  County  Council  have  agreed  to  make  a  grant  of  £105  per  annum  for  10  years 
towards  the  cost  of  a  scheme  to  extend  the  mains  from  Birmingham  in  the  parish  of 
Bickenhill.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  scheme  is  £2,851. 
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Parish  of  Fillongley. 

The  County  Council  have  agreed  to  make  a  grant  of  £243  per  annum  for  10  years 
towards  the  cost  of  a  similar  scheme  in  this  parish,  the  cost  being  £5,634.  Expert  advice 
was  not  required  in  either  of  these  schemes. 

Rugby  Rural  District. 

Parish  of  Bulkington. 

Expert  advice  was  obtained  and  a  scheme  prepared  to  obtain  an  additional  supply 
of  water  from  Bedworth  at  a  cost  of  £1,250.  The  County  Council  have  agreed  to  make 
a  grant  of  £31  10s.  Od.  per  annum  under  section  57  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929. 

Parish  of  Church  Lawford. 

The  District  Council  prepared  a  scheme  for  the  extension  of  water  mains  from  the 
Borough  of  Rugby  at  a  cost  of  £1,910.  Expert  advice  was  not  needed  in  this  case 
and  the  County  Council  have  agreed  to  contribute  £73  15s.  Od.  per  annum.  The  Ministry 
of  Health’s  contribution  is  £75. 

Parish  of  Grandborough. 

Expert  advice  was  obtained  in  this  case  and  as  local  sources  of  supply  were  likely 
to  be  saline  the  District  Council  were  advised  to  negotiate  for  a  supply  of  water  from 
the  Borough  of  Rugby.  Grandborough  is  therefore  included  in  a  comprehensive  scheme 
referred  to  later. 

Parishes  of  Harborough  Magna,  Pailton,  Monks  Kirby,  Stretton-under-  Fosse,  Brinklow 
and  Easenhall.  ( Northern  Scheme ). 

Expert  advice  was  obtained  and  a  scheme  prepared  to  obtain  water  from  the 
Borough  of  Rugby  at  a  cost  of  £13,300.  The  Ministry  of  Health  have  promised  a  grant 
of  £300  and  the  County  Council  have  agreed  to  contribute  £451  17s.  Od.  per  annum 
under  section  57  of  the  Act  of  1929. 

Parishes  of  Bourton,  Frankton,  Marton,  Birdingbury  and  Grandborough.  ( Southern 
scheme) . 

Expert  advice  was  obtained  and  a  scheme  prepared  to  obtain  water  from  the 
Borough  of  Rugby  at  a  cost  of  £12,860.  The  Ministry  of  Health  have  promised  a  grant 
of  £300  and  the  County  Council  have  agreed  to  contribute  £553  5s.  Od.  under  section 
57  of  the  Act  of  1929. 

Parishes  of  Stretton-on-Dunsmore  and  Brandon. 

The  County  Council  have  agreed  to  contribute  £378  per  annum  for  10  years  towards 
the  cost  of  a  scheme  for  bringing  water  to  these  parishes  from  the  City  of  Coventry. 
The  scheme  is  not  eligible  for  a  grant  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  expert  advice  was 
not  needed.  The  total  cost  of  the  scheme  is  £7,668. 

Shipston-on-Stour  Rural  District. 

Parishes  of  Brailes,  Tredington,  Ilmington,  and  Barcheston  and  Willington. 

Expert  advice  was  obtained  in  all  these  cases  but  no  applications  have  yet  been 
received  for  grant. 

Great  Wolford  Regional  Scheme. 

Expert  advice  was  obtained  with  regard  to  a  scheme  for  the  utilisation  of  local 
springs  to  serve  the  parish  of  Great  Wolford,  and  the  surrounding  district.  The  scheme 
was  prepared  to  cost  £33,000  and  the  County  Council  agreed  to  contribute  £1,800  per 
annum  towards  the  cost.  Unfortunately  difficulties  arose  with  regard  to  obtaining  the 
water  and  the  scheme  has  had  to  be  adandoned. 

Southam  Rural  District. 

Parishes  of  Harbury  and  Napton. 

Expert  advice  was  obtained  with  regard  to  both  these  parishes  and  in  each  case 
it  was  recommended  that  a  geologist  should  be  engaged  to  advise  on  the  possibility 
of  obtaining  water  locally. 

Parishes  of  Harbury,  Napton,  Ladbroke,  Bishops  Itchington  and  Gaydon. 

Expert  advice  was  obtained  with  regard  to  the  possibility  of  obtaining  water  from 
the  Borough  of  Rugby  to  supply  all  these  parishes,  Rugby  being  the  nearest  Authority 
with  water  to  spare  and  the  utilisation  of  local  supplies  having  proved  disappointing.

The  cost  of  the  scheme  was  estimated  at  £26,150,  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  promised 
a  grant  of  £575,  the  County  Council  agreeing  to  contribute  £1,071  for  30  years  under 
section  57  of  the  Act  of  1929. 

Since  the  preparation  of  the  scheme,  however,  Gaydon  has  been  included,  thus 
increasing  the  cost  to  approximately  £28,650,  and  an  application  to  the  County  Council 
for  an  increased  grant  will  shortly  be  considered. 

Parish  of  Radway. 

Expert  advice  was  obtained  with  regard  to  the  utilisation  of  an  additional  spring 
and  an  increase  in  reservoir  capacity.  No  application  has  yet  been  received  under 
section  57. 

Stratford-on -  Avon  Rural  District. 

Henley-in-  Arden. 

Expert  advice  was  obtained  with  regard  to  the  utilisation  of  a  local  spring,  but 
Henley-in-Arden  has  been  included  in  a  comprehensive  scheme  referred  to  later. 

Parish  of  Clifford  Chambers. 

The  County  Council  have  agreed  to  contribute  £19  per  annum  for  30  years  towards 
the  cost  of  a  scheme  to  extend  the  mains  in  Clifford  Chambers  receiving  water  from 
the  Borough  of  Stratford-on-Avon.  The  cost  of  the  scheme  is  £1,110. 

Parish  of  Quinton. 

Expert  advice  was  obtained  and  a  scheme  prepared  to  provide  water  from  Evesham. 
The  cost  of  the  scheme  is  £1,160.  The  Ministry  of  Health  have  agreed  to  contribute 
£150  and  the  County  Council  have  authorised  a  grant  of  £36  per  annum  under  section 
57  of  the  Act  of  1929. 

Parish  of  Alderminster . 

Expert  advice  has  been  obtained. 

Ullenhall  Ward  of  the  Parish  of  Wootton  Wawen. 

Expert  advice  was  obtained  and  a  scheme  prepared  to  cost  £760.  The  Ministry 
of  Health  promised  a  grant  of  £150  and  the  County  Council  have  agreed  to  a  capital 
grant  of  £100  under  section  57  of  the  Act  of  1929. 

Parish  of  Kineton. 

Expert  advice  was  obtained  and  a  scheme  prepared  at  a  cost  of  £830.  The  Ministry 
of  Health  promised  a  grant  of  £100  and  the  County  Council  have  agreed  to  contribute 
£22  per  annum  for  30  years  under  section  57. 

Joint  Parishes.  (Claverdon,  Bearley  and  Wootton  Wawen  including  Henley-in-Arden) . 

Expert  advice  has  been  obtained  and  a  scheme  prepared  to  receive  water  from  the 
City  of  Birmingham  for  these  parishes.  The  cost  of  the  scheme  was  estimated  at  £13,000 
and  the  Ministry  of  Health  have  agreed  to  make  a  grant  of  £3,250.  The  County  Council 
have  authorised  a  grant  of  approximately  £341  per  annum  for  30  years,  under  section 
57  of  the  Act  of  1929. 

Tamworth  Rural  District. 

Parish  of  Kingsbury. 

Expert  advice  was  obtained  with  regard  to  the  collection  of  water  from  local 
springs. 

Parishes  of  Seckington,  Newton  Regis  and  Austrey. 

Expert  advice  was  obtained  and  a  scheme  prepared  for  receiving  water  from  the- 
South  Staffordshire  Water  Company’s  borehole  at  Chilcote.  The  estimated  cost  of  the 
scheme  is  £7,247  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  have  promised  a  grant  of  £1,000.  The 
County  Council  have  agreed  to  contribute  £450  10s.  per  annum  for  10  years  under 
section  57. 

Parish  of  Middleton. 

The  County  Council  will  shortly  consider  making  a  grant  towards  the  cost 
of  an  extension  of  the  water  supply  in  the  parish  of  Middleton  from  the  South  Stafford¬ 
shire  Water  Company.  The  cost  of  this  scheme  is  £4,368  and  the  Ministry  of  Health 
have  agreed  to  make  a  payment  of  £100.  Expert  advice  was  not  needed  in  this  case. 
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Warwick  Rural  District. 

Parishes  of  Cubhington  and  Whitnash. 

Expert  advice  was  obtained  in  both  these  cases  and  schemes  have  been  prepared. 

It  is  expected  that  applications  for  grant  under  section  57  of  the  Local  Government 

Act,  1929,  will  shortly  be  received. 

40.  MINISTRY  OF  HEALTH  INQUIRIES. — The  following  inquiries  were  held  in  the  County 
during  the  year  : — 

(1)  Meriden  Rural  District  Council. 

(i)  Proposal  to  borrow  £5,100  for  works  of  sewerage  in  the  parish  of  Bickenhill. 

(2)  Rugby  Borough  Council. 

Application  for  a  loan  of  £12,436  for  works  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  at 
Hillmorton. 

(3)  Shipston-on-Stour  Rural  District  Council. 

Proposal  to  borrow  £2,942  for  works  of  water  supply  for  Ilmington. 

41.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

(1)  River  Tame. — Progress  continues  to  be  made  in  the  provision  of  sewage  treatment 
schemes  in  the  region  of  the  Upper  Tame,  thus  effecting  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the 
river  as  it  crosses  the  county  boundary  at  Castle  Bromwich.  The  Upper  Tame  Basin  Joint 
Committee,  through  the  activity  of  its  Inspector,  has  done  much  to  control  pollution  from 
trade  wastes  and  the  question  of  storm  water  as  a  cause  of  river  deterioration  is  receiving  con¬ 
tinued  consideration  and  attention.  The  Birmingham  Tame  and  Rea  District  Drainage  Board 
now  cater  for  a  population  of  1,137,469,  including  the  City  of  Birmingham,  Borough  of  Smeth- 
wich,  Borough  of  Sutton  Coldfield,  Urban  District  of  Solihull  and  part  of  the  Meriden  Rural 
District.  The  total  dry  weather  flow  now  amounts  to  41,700,000  gallons  per  24  hours.  Im¬ 
provements  continue  to  be  made  at  the  Minworth  Works  and  arrangements  are  now  in  hand  for 
the  equipment  of  almost  seven  acres  of  filter  beds  with  mechanical  distributors  in  place  of  the 
present  spray  jets  and  for  the  provision  of  twelve  additional  separating  tanks  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  £42,000.  The  new  Coleshill  Sewage  Disposal  Works  dealing  with  the  Cole  Valley  sewage, 
officially  opened  in  October,  1934,  are  now  functioning  well  and  yielding  a  satisfactory  effluent. 

The  River  Blyth,  surveyed  in  August  and  again  in  September,  1935,  maintained  on  each 
occasion  its  satisfactory  condition  as  a  moderately  well  oxygenated  stream  throughout  its 
length  from  Solihull  to  Blyth  Bridge,  Coleshill.  The  Birmingham  Tame  and  Rea  District  Drain¬ 
age  Board  is  now  responsible  for  sewage  treatment  in  the  more  populous  areas  of  this  watershed 
and  will,  no  doubt,  safeguard  the  amenities  of  this  important  stream. 

The  River  Cole,  unfortunately,  cannot  be  regarded  with  the  same  satisfaction  and  calls 
for  closer  attention  by  the  responsible  authorities.  Similar  reference  to  this  river  was  made 
in  my  last  Annual  Report,  repetition  being  justified  since  a  survey  in  September,  1935,  re¬ 
vealed  a  dissolved  oxygen  saturation  figure  of  only  41  per  cent,  at  Lea  Ford,  56.8  at  Coleshill 
Hall  Bridge,  and  57.2  per  cent,  below  Coleshill.  These  results  undoubtedly  call  for  preventive 
action  if  further  deterioration  is  to  be  avoided. 

(2)  River  Anker. — Although  only  a  tributary  of  the  River  Tame,  this  is  an  important 
watercourse  in  the  extreme  north  of  the  County.  It  receives  effluents  from  the  Borough  of 
Nuneaton,  from  Bedworth,  via  the  Wem  Brook,  from  Atherstone  and  Polesworth  and  from 
Amington  in  the  vicinity  of  Tamworth. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  this  tributary  was  sur¬ 
veyed  in  July  and  September  as  part  of  the  River  Trent  survey.  The  dissolved  oxygen  percent¬ 
age  saturation  was  found  to  be  rather  low  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Borough  of  Nuneaton,  but 
recovery  was  noticeable  from  below  Atherstone  down  to  its '  confluence  with  the  River  Tame 
at  Lady  Bridge,  Tamworth.  In  its  lower  reaches  fish  are  plentiful  and  the  stream  generally 
throughout  this  stretch  is  fairly  satisfactory. 

(3)  River  Avon. — Constant  observation  of  the  River  Avon  leads  me  to  conclude  that 
its  condition  generally  is  not  merely  being  maintained  but  is  actually  improving  when  com¬ 
pared  with  a  few  years  ago.  It  is  imperative  that  our  chief  river  should  be  carefully  safe¬ 
guarded  against  the  risks  of  pollution  to  which  it  is  so  seriously  subjected,  since  it  receives 
effluents  from  purification  works  of  those  populous  areas  such  as  Rugby,  Coventry,  Leam¬ 
ington,  Warwick  and  Stratford-on-Avon. 
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The  Rugby  Main  Works  continue  to  be  well  managed  and  produce  an  effluent  of  a  satis¬ 
factory  standard,  while  some  of  the  subsidiary  works  in  this  neighbourhood  are  receiving 
the  attention  of  the  responsible  authorities. 

The  large  works  of  the  City  of  Coventry  at  Baginton  and  Finham  are  continuing  to 
develop  according  to  plan  and  it  is  gratifying  to  record  that  the  good  quality  effluent  now 
being  produced  from  these  modern  works  is  being  reflected  in  a  cleaner  river  throughout  that 
stretch  between  Coventry  and  Warwick. 

Both  bacterial  works  at  Leamington  and  Warwick  are  being  well  maintained  by  their 
respective  authorities  and  Stratford-on-Avon  continues  treatment  at  their  works  in  a  satis¬ 
factory  manner.  Shortly  before  the  River  Avon  leaves  the  County  it  receives  untreated  out¬ 
falls  from  Bidford-on-Avon,  which  would  be  much  more  serious  were  it  not  for  the  dilution 
effect  of  the  river  on  the  sewage  entering  it  at  this  point,  but  pollution  exists  and  is  without 
doubt  accentuated  at  times  of  drought.  Proposals  have  recently  been  submitted  for  a  public 
water  supply  for  this  area  and  when  this  provision  is  secured  attention  will  have  to  be  directed 
to  an  efficient  sewage  treatment  scheme.  In  the  meantime  it  must  be  the  duty  of  the  respon¬ 
sible  authority  to  see  that  everything  possible  is  done  to  reduce  this  pollution  to  a  minimum 
and  so  preserve  the  amenities  of  the  river  in  this  popular  stretch. 

The  River  Arrow,  an  important  tributary  of  the  Avon,  receives,  during  its  course  through 
Warwickshire,  effluents  from  the  sewage  works  of  Alcester  and  Studley,  and  just  before  it 
reaches  the  county  boundary  it  receives  the  effluent  from  the  Redditch  Sewage  Works  in  Worces¬ 
tershire. 

Complaints  of  pollution  of  the  River  above  Studley  were  investigated  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  measures  being  taken  by  the  Redditch  authorities  will,  in  due  course,  have  a  material 
effect  on  the  quality  of  the  River  Arrow  in  its  upper  reaches.  The  bacterial  works  at  Studley 
are  now  producing  a  satisfactory  effluent  and  the  Alcester  Works  have  recently  received  at¬ 
tention. 

42.  SCHOOLS. — 76  departments  were  closed  on  account  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year, 
41  on  account  of  Measles,  Influenza  10,  Whooping  Cough  9,  Chicken  Pox  9,  Diphtheria  5,  and 
Mumps  2. 

43.  HOUSING. 

Housing  Act,  1930.  -Grants  of  £1  6s.  Od.  per  house  per  annum  were  approved  by  the 
Council  in  respect  of  39  houses  in  the  Stratford-on-Avon  Rural  District. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

MILK. 

44.  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915.— Under  section  4  of  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  122  herds  were  notified  from  various  sources,  as  producing  tuber¬ 
culous  milk,  or  of  suspected  tuberculosis  in  dairy  cows,  10  of  these  notifications  being  received 
from  the  County  Food  Inspectors,  48  from  the  part-time  Veterinary  Inspectors,  and  the  remain¬ 
ing  64  from  Local  Authorities  both  inside  and  outside  the  County.  In  addition  11  herds 
still  under  investigation  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year,  were  dealt  with,  making  a  total  of 
133  herds  inspected,  with  the  following  results  : — 

1.  Cows  found  tuberculous  and  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculous  Order,

In  the  course  of  these  inspections  the  Veterinary  Inspectors  have  examined  1,694  cows 
in  milk  and  have  taken  400  samples  of  milk  for  biological  examination,  an  average  of  approxi¬ 
mately  3  samples  per  herd  inspected. 

In  addition,  the  County  Food  Inspectors  have  taken  222  samples  of  milk  during  delivery 
and  of  these  9  or  4.05  per  cent,  have  been  found  to  contain  living  tubercule  bacilli,  as  against 
7.3  per  cent,  in  1934. 
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45.  The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923. — In  my  last  report  I  referred  to  58 
producers  of  designated  milk  holding  licences  under  this  Order,  but  consequent  upon  the  inaugur¬ 
ation  of  the  “  Accredited  ”  milk  scheme  by  the  Milk  Marketing  Board,  there  was  a  very  large 
increase  in  the  number  of  “  Grade  A  ”  licencees  in  1935.  Applications  for  “  Grade  A  ”  licences 
were  received  from  494  producers  and  466  licences  were  issued — 439  being  in  respect  of  “  Grade 
A  ”  producers  only,  and  27  for  Producer-Retailers.  In  addition,  18  producers  of  “  Certified  ” 
and  “  Grade  A  ”  (Tuberculin  Tested)  milk  in  the  County,  hold  licences  issued  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  new  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936,  all  licences  to 
sell  “  Tuberculin  Tested  ”  and  “  Accredited  ”  milk  are  issued  by  the  County  Council,  and 
at  the  end  of  June,  1936,  there  were  535  producers  licensed  by  the  County  Council  and  18 
under  the  Ministry  of  Health,  a  total  of  553  compared  with  58  in  1934.  The  licencees  under 
the  County  Council  consist  of  490  “  Accredited  ”  producers  of  milk  sold  wholesale  only,  28 
“  Accredited  ”  producers  bottling  on  the  farm,  and  17  producers  of  “  Tuberculin  Tested  ’ 
milk. 

While  the  Milk  Marketing  Board’s  scheme  has  resulted  in  a  considerable  increase  in 
the  production  of  clean  milk,  it  is  incumbent  upon  licensing  authorities  to  take  adequate 
steps  to  ensure  a  milk  supply  of  the  highest  standard  reaching  the  consumers.  For  this 
purpose  the  County  Sampling  Officers  take  samples  of  designated  milk  either  in  course  of 
transit  from  the  place  of  production  to  the  retailer  or  distributor's  centre,  or  upon  arrival 
at  the  latter.  At  present  about  500  such  samples  are  taken  annually,  and  submitted  to  bacter¬ 
iological  examination,  the  results  of  which  are  notified  to  the  licensed  producers  concerned. 
The  licence  holders  whose  samples  may  from  time  to  time  fail  to  conform  with  the  re¬ 
quired  standards,  are  first  referred  to  the  County  Agricultural  Organiser,  whose  advice  and 
assistance  in  methods  of  milk  production  are  always  available  ;  and  subsequently  if  success 
is  not  attained  in  this  manner,  the  question  of  revocation  of  the  licence  is  considered. 

The  inspection  of  dairy  herds  of  applicants  for  licences  and  of  holders  of  designated 
milk  licences  is  carried  out  by  a  panel  of  approved  part-time  Veterinary  Surgeons  who  submit 
certificates  of  quarterly  and  half-yearly  clinical  examinations  and  tuberculin  tests  of  the  herds. 

46.  Food  &  Drugs. 

Public  Health  (Preservatives  Etc.  in  Food)  Regulations,  1925-27. 

During  the  year,  14  samples  submitted  under  these  Regulations  consisted  of  2  samples 
of  tinned  cream  and  12  samples  of  ordinary  fresh  cream.  All  the  samples  were  genuine  and 
free  from  preservatives. 

Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928. — During  the  year  1935,  1,013  samples  were 
submitted  by  County  Inspectors  and  90  by  the  Inspectors  of  District  Councils,  making  a  total 
of  1,103  samples  analysed.  Of  these,  159  were  found  to  be  adulterated,  giving  a  sample 
adulteration  figure  of  14.4  per  cent,  as  compared  with  10.7  in  the  previous  year. 

The  figure  for  milk  adulteration  alone  was  14.9  as  compared  with  12.4  in  1934. 

The  159  adulterated  samples  consisted  of  : — Milk  144  (81  vendors),  Sausage  8,  Bismuth 
tablets  4,  Glycerine  1,  Beef  dripping  1,  and  Beef  cubes  1. 

Proceedings  were  taken  in  14  cases  against  13  vendors,  the  total  amount  of  fines  and 
costs  paid  being  £65  4s.  Od.

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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

GENERAL. 

47.  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  Section  63. — There  was  no  change  in  the  arrangements 
under  the  above  scheme  during  the  year. 

48.  Smallpox. — Complete  absence  of  this  disease  from  the  County  is  again  recorded. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox. — Of  5,026  registered  births  in  1934,  the  number  of  these 
cases  successfully  vaccinated  in  1935  was  1,205,  or  23.9  per  cent,  as  compared  with  21.7  in 

1934.  3,183  conscientious  objection  certificates  were  received,  a  percentage  of  63.33  as  com¬ 
pared  with  62.37  in  the  previous  year.  Details  of  the  disposition  of  cases  in  County  districts 
are  shewn  in  Table  D  of  the  Appendix. 

49.  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and  Enteric  Fever. — I  regret  having  to  record  a  continued 
heavy  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria,  both  diseases  having  been  widespread  over 
the  greater  part  of  the  County.  The  number  of  cases  notified  were  : — Scarlet  -Fever  1,007  as 
against  1,756  in  1934,  1,198  in  1933  and  569  in  1932;  and  Diphtheria  617  as  against  622 
in  1934,  217  in  1933  and  139  in  1932. 

The  highest  number  of  notifications  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  recorded  in  the  Boroughs  of 
Rugby  (190),  Nuneaton  (153)  the  Urban  District  of  Solihull  (87)  the  Rural  Districts  of  Meriden 
(77)  and  Rugby  (70).  On  the  other  hand,  only  4  cases  were  recorded  in  the  Shipston-on-Stour 
Rural  District  and  9  in  the  Southam  Rural  District. 

Diphtheria  notifications  were  highest  in  the  Borough  of  Leamington  (156)  and  the 
Borough  of  Rugby  (80).  The  lowest  number  of  cases  occurred  in  the  Kenilworth  Urban  Dis¬ 
trict,  viz.,  5. 

Scarlet  Fever  accounted  for  3  deaths  and  Diphtheria  37. 

In  1934  there  were  34  deaths  registered  as  attributable  to  Diphtheria  and  18  in  1933. 

Enteric  Fever  continues  to  decline,  only  7  cases  being  recorded  in  1935,  compared 
with  12  in  1934  and  17  in  1933.  6  of  the  cases  were  regarded  as  para-typhoid  and  2  deaths 

were  registered. 

50.  Measles,  Whooping  Cough  and  Influenza. — Measles  was  rather  prevalent  during 

1935,  particularly  during  May  and  June,  but  deaths  attributable  to  this  disease  number  only 
15.  This  compares  with  8  in  1934,  12  in  1933  and  25  in  1932.  Whooping  Cough  was  mildly 
epidemic  until  the  latter  part  of  the  year  and  accounted  for  8  deaths  against  17  in  1934. 
Influenza,  which  was  slightly  more  prevalent  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  resulted  in  73  deaths 
as  against  72  in  1934,  221  in  1933  and  162  in  1932. 

51.  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. — Only  4  cases  of  this  disease  were  recorded,  compared  with 
12  in  1934.  5  deaths — as  compared  with  8  in  the  previous  year — were  registered.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

54.  During  the  year  1935,  317  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  were  received — 230  pulmonary 
cases  and  87  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis.  Deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  numbered 
169,  and  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  34,  a  total  of  203.  The  death-rate  from  pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  was  0.45  per  1,000  of  population,  as  compared  with  0.42  per  1,000  in  1934.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  TUBERCULOSIS  OFFICER. 

(Dr.  J.  McGeagh  Williams). 

57.  During  the  year  1935  the  number  of  new  patients,  including  46  transfers  from  other 
areas,  examined  at,  or  in  connection  with,  the  Joint  Committee’s  seven  Dispensaries  and  at 
the  Sutton  Coldfield  School  Clinic  was  1,056.  In  1934  the  number  of  new  patients  was  961, 
and  in  1933,  1,038.  The  attendances  at  the  seven  Dispensaries  and  the  Sutton  Coldfield  School 
Clinic  numbered  2,364,  as  compared  with  2,334  in  1934,  and  2,605  in  1933. 

58.  The  Dispensaries  are  open  as  follows  : — 5,  Market  Street,  Atherstone,  from  1-30  p.m. 
to  4  p.m.  on  Wednesdays  ;  4,  The  Quadrant,  Coventry,  from  5  to  8  p.m.  on  Tuesdays  and  2 
to  5  p.m.  on  Fridays — other  days  by  appointment  ;  6,  Portland  Street,  Leamington,  from  10 
a.m.  to  12  noon  on  Wednesdays,  and  from  6  to  8  p.m.  on  Thursdays  ;  35,  Coton  Road, 
Nuneaton,  from  10  a.m.  to  12-30  p.m.  and  from  2  to  4-30  p.m.  on  Tuesdays  ;  1,  Plowman 
Street,  Rugby,  from  10  a.m.  to  12-30  p.m.  and  from  2  to  4  p.m.  on  Mondays  ;  1,  Lode 
Lane,  Solihull  from  10  a.m.  to  12  noon  on  Thursdays  ;  47,  Henley  Street,  Stratford-on- 
Avon,  from  2  p.m.  to  4-30  p.m.  on  Fridays  ;  and  the  School  Clinic,  9,  Holland  Street,  Sutton 
Coldfield,  is  usually  open  on  a  Monday  in  each  month,  the  actual  dates  and  times  being  arr¬ 
anged  to  suit  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Sutton  Coldfield,  and  his  staff. 

59.  The. only  changes  in  the  medical  staff  occurred  at  the  Memorial  Sanatorium.  Particulars 
of  these  changes  have  been  reported  to  the  House  Committee.

63.  Contributions  by  Patients. — The  Treasurer  informs  me  that  during  the  year  the 
amount  received  from  Warwickshire  and  Coventry  patients  in  contributions  towards  the  cost 
of  their  institutional  treatment  was  £529  Is.  2d.  The  amount  received  in  1934  was  £512  7s.  Id., 
and  in  1933  £308  13s.  Id. 

64.  Sputum  Examinations. — One  hundred  and  sixty-four  (164)  of  the  new  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  had  tubercle  bacilli  in  their  sputum,  and  in  60  cases  the  bacilli  were  not  found 
or  the  patients  had  no  sputum.  Nine  hundred  and  seventy-seven  (977)  specimens  of  sputum 
were  examined  in  the  Laboratory  of  the  Chief  Dispensary  and  43  specimens  were  sent  to 
Birmingham  University. 

65.  Children. — Four  hundred  and  eight  (408)  children  (up  to  15  years  of  age)  were  exam¬ 
ined  at,  or  in  connection  with,  the  Dispensaries — 209  boys  and  199  girls.  Thirteen  of  these 
were  found  to  be  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  28  from  non-pulmonary  tuber¬ 
culosis.  Of  the  remainder,  three  were  doubtful  cases,  and  under  observation  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  while  364  showed  no  definite  evidence  of  tuberculosis.  The  pulmonary  cases  were  classi¬ 
fied  into  Stage  T.B. — ,11.  StageT.B.  +1,  0.  Stage  T.B.  +  2,  1.  Stage  T.B.  +  3,  1. 

66.  Shelters. — The  number  of  shelters  available  in  the  County  is  55.  The  Joint  Committee 
own  37  of  these.  The  number  in  use  by  Warwickshire  patients  on  the  31st  December,  1935, 
was  21.  During  the  year  1 1  shelters  were  removed  on  ceasing  to  be  required,  2  old  shelters  were 
disposed  of,  and  12  were  erected  at  new  addresses. 

67.  Contacts. — Routine  examination  of  contacts  was  continued.  The  number  of  contacts 
examined  at  the  Dispensaries  and  in  their  homes  during  1935  was  365,  an  increase  of  59  over

68.  Dispensary  Treatment. — The  number  of  patients  who  attended  the  Dispensaries  for 
some  form  of  treatment  in  1935  was  89.  In  1934  the  number  was  27. 

69.  X-Ray  Examinations. — The  number  of  X-Ray  examinations  of  County  patients  made 
during  the  year  at  the  Chief  Dispensary  was  576,  8  photographs  and  568  screen  examinations. 
In  1934  the  number  of  examinations  was  620. 

70.  Dental  Treatment. — Particulars  of  dental  treatment  given  at  the  Memorial  Sanatorium 
appear  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Superintendent.  Six  patients  under  supervision 
at  the  Dispensaries  received  dental  treatment  from  the  Joint  Tuberculosis  Committee  during 
the  year. 
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71.  After-Care. — There  were  104  applications  for  help.  The  Tuberculosis  Nurse  dealt  with

Ten  of  the  patients  who  were  helped  received  grants  from,  or  were  supplied  with  goods 
by,  the  Warwickshire  War  Relief  Fund.  From  this  source  £151  Os.  4d.  was  distributed.  A 
sum  of  £7  8s.  6d.  was  given  by  various  charitable  societies  and  private  persons,  making  a 
total  of  £158  8s.  lOd. 

72.  Extra  Nourishment. — The  Joint  Committee  continue  to  grant  extra  nourishment  to 
suitable  cases.  Their  expenditure  does  not  exceed  £2  per  1,000  of  the  population  of  their  area. 
During  the  year  the  Committee  provided  extra  nourishment  for  80  patients.  Grants  to  30 
patients  ceased  during  the  period  under  consideration,  and  there  were  50  patients  having  extra 
diet  on  the  31st  December,  1935.  The  Treasurer  informed  me  that  £549  9s.  Id.  was  spent 
on  extra  nourishment  for  Warwickshire  patients  and  £295  Is.  5d.  for  Coventry  patients,  during 
the  year,  a  total  of  £844  10s.  6d.  In  1934  the  amount  spent  for  the  whole  Joint  Committee’s 
area  was  £856  10s.  3d.,  and  in  1933,  £827  17s.  9d.  Cases  of  extreme  poverty  which  can  only 
be  dealt  with  by  the  Public  Assistance  Committees  are  referred  to  them. 

The  Tuberculosis  Nurse  made  196  visits  to  patients  in  their  homes,  40  of  these  being  to 
discharged  ex-Service  men.  The  number  of  similar  visits  made  by  the  County  Health  Visitors 
was  1,721,  of  which  99  were  to  discharged  ex-Sailors  and  ex-Soldiers. 

In  addition  to  the  above  visits,  3,221  sick  nursing  visits  were  paid  to  homes  of  tuber¬ 
culous  patients,  by  District  Nurses  of  Associations  affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing  Association. 

Sixty-six  (66)  of  the  visits  made  by  the  Health  Visitors  and  662  of  the  visits  made  by 
nurses  of  the  County  Nursing  Associations  were  to  patients  not  under  the  care  of  the  Joint 
Committee. 

73.  Payment  of  Patients’  Travelling  Expenses. — The  Joint  Committee  have  power  to 
pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  necessitous  patients  between  their  homes  and  Dispensaries  and 
Sanatoria,  and  during  1935  the  sum  of  £22  7s.  6d.  was  spent  on  County  patients.  This  amount 
does  not  take  into  account  any  expenses  in  connection  with  the  ambulance  at  the  Memorial 
Sanatorium. 

Co-operation  with  the  General  Practitioners  continued  to  be  satisfactory.  The  number 
of  reports  on  insured  tuberculous  persons  received  from  panel  practitioners  during  the  year 
was  : — On  Form  G.P.  17  (initial  report)  113;  on  Form  G.P.  36  (progress  report)  601  ;  total 
714.  In  1934  the  figures  were  80  and  581,  total  661. 

74.  Orthopaedic  and  Light  Treatment. — The  number  of  attendances  of  patients  under  the 
care  of  the  Joint  Committee  at  various  orthopaedic  clinics  in  the  County  was  387.  In  1934 
it  was  320.  Light  treatment  for  those  patients  needing  it,  is  given  in  the  out-patient:  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Sanatorium.  The  number  of  attendances  of  these  patients  in  1935  was  88,  and  in 
1934,  320. 

The  following  information  relating  to  the  incidence  of,  and  deaths  from,  tuberculosis  and 
the  provision  made  for  the  institutional  treatment  of  this  disease,  is  taken  from  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  may  be  of  interest. 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  fell  from  60,747  in  1924,  to  48,208 
in  1934,  and  the  number  of  non-pulmonary  cases  fell  from  20,411  to  16,022.  The  number 
of  new  pulmonary  cases  in  1934  was  1,750  less  than  in  1933,  and  the  number  of  new  non-pul¬ 
monary  cases  371  less. 
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The  number  of  deaths  registered  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  in  England  and  Wales 
fell  from  41,103  in  1924,  to  30,882  in  1934.  The  deaths  in  1934  were  2,377  less  than  in  1933. 

In  England  at  the  end  of  December,  1934,  the  number  of  beds  in  Residential  Institutions 
approved  for  the  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  was  27,363  and  464  Dispensaries  were  approved 
for  tuberculosis  work. 

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  THE  WARWICKSHIRE  KING  EDWARD  VII.  MEMORIAL  SANATORIUM. 

(Dr.  Corydon  Budge). 

75.  Buildings. — During  1935,  the  Administration  Block,  Pavilion  No.  1,  the  Hospital  Pavi¬ 
lion,  the  dining  room  of  the  Medical  Superintendent’s  house,  the  sitting  room  and  scullery 
of  the  Steward’s  house,  and  the  kitchen,  hall  and  scullery  of  the  Engineer’s  house,  have  all 
been  repainted  and  redecorated  by  contract. 

The  work  of  the  new  Clinic  and  Ward  Block  is  not  yet  completed. 

76.  Grounds. — Throughout  the  year,  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  grounds,  the  various 
lawns  being  kept  trim  and  neat,  and  the  flower  beds  stocked. 

In  February  a  generous  gift  of  young  birch  trees  was  received  from  the  late  Sir  Francis 
Newdegate.  Most  of  these  were  planted  in  the  borders  of  the  main  drive,  the  appearance 
of  which  will  be  much  improved  when  the  trees  are  established. 

77.  Recreation. — The  Sanatorium  is  again  indebted  to  the  many  friends  who  have  sent 
parcels  of  books  and  magazines,  toys,  fruit  and  flowers,  from  time  to  time  throughout  the 
year.  Various  Concert  Parties  have  also  provided  excellent  entertainments  at  the  Sanatorium. 

On  appropriate  occasions,  the  canteen  has  again  provided  teas  for  a  large  number  of 
visitors,  and  this  service  has  been  much  appreciated.  During  1935  a  large  number  of  visitors 
were  thus  accommodated  on  Sports  Day. 

The  Bowling  Green  which  was  opened  in  1932,  was  again  very  much  appreciated  by 
both  patients  and  staff.  Ten  matches  were  played  at  the  Sanatorium  by  teams  composed 
of  patients  and  staff. 

78.  Engineer’s  Department. 

Steam  Plant. — The  Cochran  Producer  Boiler  has  worked  well  throughout  the  year, 
and  the  complete  steam-raising  unit,  i.e.,  the  boiler  and  producer,  was  closed  down  and  opened 
out  for  cleaning  and  inspection  during  the  month  of  May.  The  boiler  was  found  to  be  in 
good  condition  and  free  from  scale  and  corrosion. 

The  gas  producer  was  thoroughly  cleaned  and  the  fire-brick  lining  of  the  furnace 
was  found  to  be  in  good  condition.  All  bare  internal  parts  of  the  iron  casing  were  carefully 
examined.  Scaling  and  corrosion  is  still  going  on  round  the  base  of  the  producer,  but  not 
to  such  extent  as  to  cause  anxiety,  this  action  being  always  found  in  such  gas  producers. 

The  complete  steam-raising  unit  was  inspected  and  passed  by  the  Insurance  Company 
on  May  27th.  After  this  inspection,  the  boiler  was  immediately  sealed  and  put  to  work. 

The  No.  2  hand-fired  Cochran  boiler  which  was  used  as  a  stand-by  while  this  inspection 
was  being  made  was  then  closed  down,  and  the  following  week  it  was  removed  so  that  work 
upon  the  new  scheme  could  proceed. 

79.  Steam  Boiler  Feed  Pump.- — A  new  pump  was  installed  in  1934,  a  damaged  one  being 
returned  to  the  makers  for  a  complete  overhaul.  On  its  return,  the  latter  was  placed  in 
store  with  a  view  to  its  installation  when  the  change-over  had  taken  place  and  lime  and  soda 
softened  water  was  in  use. 

In  January,  1935,  it  was  found  that  the  water  level  in  the  steam  boiler  could  not  be 
kept  up  with  the  pump  then  in  use.  That  month  is  the  peak  period  of  the  heating  season, 
and  as  there  was  no  prospect  of  our  receiving  lime-softened  water  for  some  considerable  period, 
there  was  no  alternative  but  to  install  the  newly  repaired  pump.  Therefore,  both  the  boiler 
feed  pumps  in  use  during  1935  are  attacked  in  barrels  and  valves  by  the  present  corrosive 
water.

80.  Hot  Well  T ank  and  Boiler  Feed  Water. — Also  owing  to  the  corrosive  actiofi  of  the 
water  the  exhaust  steam  heating  coils  in  the  hot  well  tank  corroded  through  and  therefore 
had  to  be  taken  out.  This  means  that  the  heat  which  was  regained  from  the  exhaust  steam 
of  the  boiler  feed  pumps  is  now  lost  to  the  boiler  feed  water,  with  the  result  that  throughout 
the  year  we  have  been  using  a  feed  water  at  a  much  lower  temperature  than  in  the  previous 
three  years. 

81.  Steam  Boiler  Fuel. —  The  quality  of  the  fuel  has  been  very  satisfactory  apart  from  one 
occasion  in  the  early  autumn,  when  a  bad  consignment  of  fuel  was  supplied.  The  colliery 
was  immediately  notified,  and  their  representative  attended  on  the  site.  His  explanation 
was  that  serious  trouble  had  been  experienced  at  the  pit  head  with  the  screens. 

In  December  a  little  trouble  was  experienced  in  obtaining  supplies,  and  subsequently 
the  price  of  coal  was  increased,  the  cost  of  our  fuel  being  raised  from  18s.  Id.  to  19s.  5d. 
per  ton.  It  was  realised  that  this  increase  in  price  would  mean  an  appreciable  increase  in 
the  steaming  costs,  and  therefore  a  few  consignments  of  similar  fuel  from  a  different  colliery 
at  18s.  lOd.  per  ton  were  tried.  This  fuel  proved  to  be  unsuitable  for  our  purpose  by  reason 
of  its  high  ash  content,  its  tendency  to  clinker,  and  to  cake  on  the  brickwork  of  the  furnace. 

Furthermore,  the  consumption  of  this  cheaper  fuel  was  excessive,  and  thus  no  saving 
was  effected  by  its  use. 

82.  Electrical  Plant  and  Services. — During  the  year,  the  maximum  demand  upon  the  Public 
Supply  Company’s  mains  reached  24  k.w.  during  the  week  of  January  4th  to  11th,  1935.  The 
corresponding  figure  for  1934  was  25  k.w.  and  for  1933,  was  24  k.w.

A  large  part  of  this  decrease  is  due  to  the  rearranged  pumping  scheme  of  the  central 
heating  services. 

83.  Interruptions  in  Service  of  Electric  Supply. — There  has  only  been  one  interruption  in 
the  supply  of  electricity  during  the  year.  This  failure  lasted  for  20  minutes  and  was  the  result 
of  a  severe  thunderstorm  on  June  26th. 

84.  Lighting  Installation. — The  lighting  installation  is  in  good  order,  with  the  exception 

of  places  where  alterations  are  being  carried  out.  At  these  points  a  number  of  temporary 
mains  are  in  use,  and  when  the  alterations  to  plant  and  buildings  are  finished,  a  great  deal 
of  new  wiring  will  be  installed. 

85.  Motors. — All  motors  are  in  good  running  order  and  no  repairs  have  been  necessary. 

86.  Gas  Engines. — The  gas  engines  are  in  good  order. 

87.  Electric  Clocks. — The  electric  clock  system  is  in  good  order,  and  the  new  system  of 

circuits  installed  in  1934  has  been  found  to  be  very  efficient. 

88.  Internal  Telephone  System. — The  battery,  working  the  automatic  exchange  is  in  good 

order,  and  the  trickle-charger  which  has  been  installed  to  keep  the  battery  fully  charged 
has  worked  well. 

I  he  dials  to  the  majority  of  the  subsets  of  this  telephone  service  are  becoming  much 
worn  and  are  being  gradually  renewed,  as  necessity  arises. 

89.  Heating  System.- — The  cast  iron  sectional  boilers  formerly  used  as  a  stand-by  for  the 
central  heating  system  were  dismantled  and  taken  away  in  March,  to  make  possible  the 
reorganisation  of  the  boiler  house  anticipated  during  the  following  months. 

The  remainder  of  the  heating  system  has  functioned  well  during  the  year. 
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The  two  new  Mo-Pumps  which  will  work  the  combined  old  and  new  system  when 
finished,  have  been  working  since  October.  These  two  pumping  units  have  shown  a  great 
saving  in  electricity.  Further  indications  of  their  efficiency  should  be  shown  when  the 
new  system  is  brought  into  full  use. 

90.  Domestic  Hot  Water  Service. — The  position  in  respect  of  this  particular  service  with  its 
calorifiers,  pumps,  and  mains,  remains  the  same  as  in  previous  reports. 

91.  Laundry. — Alterations  commenced  in  the  laundry  in  1935  and  continued  to  the  end  of 
the  year.  When  these  are  completed  the  improvement  in  this  department  should  be  a  very 
great  asset  indeed. 

92.  Kitchen  Services. — The  position  in  this  department  remains  essentially  the  same  as  in 

•  earlier  reports. 

93.  Refrigeration  Plant. — During  March  it  was  decided  to  recover  the  pipes  conveying 

the  brine  between  the  plant  and  cooling  chambers  together  with  the  pipes  in  the  ammonia 

circuits,  but  when  the  covering  was  removed  the  pipes  themselves  were  found  to  be  in  a  very 
poor  condition.  It  was  therefore  decided  to  renew  all  the  pipes,  and  the  work  was  carried 
out  in  May.  Apart  from  this,  the  plant  has  worked  well  throughout  the  year. 

94.  Cold  Water  Service. — -There  have  been  5,785,465  gallons  of  water  consumed  during 
the  year,  giving  a  mean  total  of  60.1  gallons  of  water  per  head  per  day  of  population. 

It  has  been  difficult  to  control  the  consumption  of  our  cold  water  supply  during  the 

year  owing  to  the  number  of  contractors  and  sub-contractors  working  on  the  ground,  who 

require  a  good  deal  of  water  for  their  work. 

In  1934,  58.5  gallons  of  water  per  head  per  day  of  population,  were  consumed. 

95.  Gas  Service. — After  deducting  the  amount  of  gas  used  by  the  building  contractors, 
1,441,900  cubic  feet  of  gas  has  been  consumed  during  the  year.  This  compares  very  evenly 
with  the  previous  year. 

96.  School. — Miss  Hancox  continues  in  charge  of  the  school.  The  total  number  of  attend¬ 
ances  from  April  1st,  1934,  to  March  31st,  1935,  was  11,041,  the  maximum  attendance  being 
60  and  the  minimum  being  38  for  any  one  day. 

97.  Patients. — Necessitous  patients  continue  to  be  helped  by  grants  of  clothing  from  the 
fund  provided  by  the  Committee,  by  the  British  Red  Cross,  the  United  Services  Fund,  and 
the  Coventry  City  Aid  Society. 

During  the  year,  six  patients  received  boots  and  clothing  from  the  Committee  at  a  cost 

of  £ 6  11s.  8d. 

The  voluntary  contributions  towards  the  cost  of  treatment  during  1935  amounted 
to  £434  5s.  6d. 

98.  Beds. — The  beds  at  the  Memorial  Sanatorium  are  allocated  as  follows  : —

All  cases  needing  special  and  active  treatment  have  had  this  instituted  as  soon  as  it 
became  clear  that  routine  sanatorium  treatment  would  not  result  in  lasting  benefit.  The 
immediate  results  with  both  artificial  pneumothorax  and  sanocrysin  have  been  striking  and 
the  work  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  has  demonstrated  the  lasting  benefit  to  be  obtained 
in  many  cases  by  collapse  therapy. 

105.  VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

Facilities  for  the  treatment  of  venereal  disease  have  continued  to  be  provided  at  the 
five  clinics  under  the  County  scheme  and  257  new  cases  attended  the  clinics  during  the  year 
as  against  259  in  1934.  112  persons  completed  treatment  compared  with  96  in  the  previous 

year  and  126  as  against  146  in  1934  ceased  to  attend  without  completing  treatment. 
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The  out-patient  attendances  totalled  12,229  as  against  13,604  in  the  previous  year  and 
the  in-patient  days  totalled  232  as  against  597.

106.  Propaganda. — The  sum  of  £50  was  again  included  in  the  estimates  of  the  Public  Health 

Committee  for  local  propaganda  and  the  services  of  the  British  Social  Hygiene  Council  were 
enlisted  in  this  connection. 

Having  regard  to  the  fact  that  in  1934  the  lectures  on  biological  subjects  for  young 
people  (which  were  in  the  nature  of  an  experiment)  were  not  very  well  attended,  a  reversion 
was  made  in  1935  to  the  usual  propaganda  meetings  for  adult  audiences.  In  the  past,  these 
were  held  in  three  centres  in  the  County,  but  as  the  cost  in  recent  years  had  been  somewhat 
less  than  the  sum  provided  for  the  purpose,  the  campaign  was  extended  in  1935  to  four  centres 
comprising  5  meetings. 

The  centres  chosen  were  Arley  and  Kingsbury  (two  small  mining  towns)  and  Warwick 
and  Stratford-upon-Avon  (residential  areas  with  a  few  small  factories),  and  the  campaign 
was  conducted  from  the  3rd  to  the  6th  December  inclusive.  Dr.  Drummond  Shiels,  M.C., 
Medical  Secretary  of  the  British  Social  Hygiene  Council,  was  the  speaker  at  all  the  lectures. 
Each  public  meeting  was  followed  by  a  second  meeting  for  men  only  and  the  films  “  John  Smith 
&  Son  ”  and  “  Deferred  Payment  ”  were  shewn.  All  meetings  were  well  attended,  the  total 
attendance  being  in  the  region  of  700. 

The  following  extracts  from  Dr.  Drummond  Shiels’  report  are  of  particular  in¬ 
terest  : — 

Arley  ...  ...  “  About  250  were  present,  mostly  young  people  ...  a  big  number 

of  men  stayed  to  the  after  meeting  and  very  good  questions 
were  asked.” 

Kingsbury  ...  “  The  meeting  went  very  well  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the 

audience  was  very  mixed,  including  a  large  proportion  of  young 
lads  and  girls.” 

Stratford-on-Avon  “  A  very  fine  type  of  audience  this,  mostly  young  men  of  a  very 
intelligent  and  cultured  kind.” 

In  addition  to  the  public  meetings  a  special  lecture  was  given  in  Warwick  to  midwives 
and  health  visitors,  when  the  film  "  Social  Hygiene  for  Women  ”  was  shewn.  This  meeting 
was  well  attended  and  the  audience  was  appreciative. 
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107.  Institutional  Treatment  for  Unmarried  Mothers. — -3  unmarried  mothers  suffering 
from  venereal  disease  received  institutional  treatment  at  Cleveland  House,  Wolverhampton. 
One  of  these  was  admitted  in  1934  and  the  other  two  were  new  cases. 

All  cases  were  discharged  before  the  end  of  the  year. 


108.  BOUNDARY  ALTERATIONS. — There  have  been  no  alterations  in  the  County  boundary 
during  the  year  under  review  with  the  exception  of  those  mentioned  in  paragraph  92  of  my 
last  Annual  Report  which  actually  took  effect  on  the  1st  April,  1935. 

CONCLUSION. 

109.  The  following  table,  which  it  has  been  customary  to  publish  in  past  years,  records  some 
of  the  more  important  statistical  results  of  the  year  under  review,  compared  with  previous 
rates  for  the  last  30  years.

110.  One  of  the  outstanding  features  of  the  year’s  work  was  the  introduction  of  the  Medical 
Ante-Natal  Scheme,  which,  although  only  in  its  initial  stage  at  the  end  of  1935,  has  every 
indication  of  success  in  the  future.  It  is  already  operating  well  in  those  districts  not  served 
by  ante-natal  clinics,  and  should  be  well  established  when  the  provisions  of  the  new  Midwives 
Act  becomes  a  “  fait  accompli.” 

111.  There  is  a  notable  reduction  in  the  Maternal  Mortality  figure  and  in  the  Puerperal  Fever 
Mortality,  which,  although  gratifying,  still  calls  for  concentrated  effort  on  the  part  of  doctors, 
midwives  and  patients. 
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112.  The  infantile  death-rate  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded — 47  per  1,000  births — as  compared 
with  109  thirty  years  ago.  The  Birth-rate  of  13.44  per  1,000  population  is  also  the  lowest  ever 
recorded,  but  notwithstanding  this  it  is  gratifying  to  observe  the  very  low  general  death- 
rate  of  9.60,  likewise  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 

113.  The  steps  taken  jointly  by  the  County  Council  and  Rural  District  Councils  to  provide 
a  wholesome  water  supply  to  many  of  the  villages  throughout  the  County  are  indeed  praise¬ 
worthy.  Reference  to  this  section  of  the  Report  will  shew  clearly  how  comprehensive  are 
the  schemes  in  hand,  and  although  costly  in  some  instances,  the  ultimate  benefit  to  rural 
dwellers  must  be  indisputable. 

114.  The  production  of  cleaner  milk  in  the  County  is  making  considerable  progress  through 
the  encouragement  offered  by  the  Milk  Marketing  Board.  But  only  when  the  public  can  be 
assured  of  a  clean  and  safe  supply  at  a  moderate  cost  will  the  consumption  of  milk  as  a  food 
or  as  a  beverage  be  increased  to  such  an  extent  as  to  produce  evidence  of  its  nutritional  effect 
on  the  population  as  a  whole. 

115.  For  the  successful  results  of  the  past  year’s  work  I  am  grateful  to  my  medical  colleagues 
for  their  helpful  co-operation  at  all  times,  to  the  Health  Visiting  and  Nursing  Staffs  for  their 
willing  service  in  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  and  to  my  Clerical  Staff  for  the  valuable 
help  that  is  always  forthcoming  from  them.  To  the  County  Public  Health  Committee  I  also 
extend  my  thanks  and  am  indeed  appreciative  of  their  continued  confidence  and  support.
